Of course, up until the presenta- 
tion of "Kempy" there was no question but that 'Stop, Thief" 
was the outstanding pcrf orr.anco to our credit. So we may say 
that "Kempy" is the only show., since that time, which was 
in a class with "Stop., Thief" ; and according to all the testi- 
monials wc could get, just a shade bettor. 

Mow for a brief glance at each of the stars over the lights. 
Kate Bonce was one of those wcll-knov.n types who has been 
brought up in a small town, goes to the city, gets all steamed 
up ovor this idea of an artistic career, and becomes so un- 
bearable and haughty that living with her is out of the question. 
This was indeed a tremendously difficult role to portray, but 
Geraldine Gibbs, despite the fact that this was her initial per- 
formance, played it with all the finish and realism of a 
veteran performer. 

Another of the cast to appear for the first time over the 
high school footlights was Florence C< hen who did the character 
'Lia" Bonce. -'Ma* was one of those kindly sympathetic souls 
who was, above all else, a real, understanding ncthar. Of course 
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Florence's r ork was extremely ._oc^ 33sd so real w< s her portrayal 
that it was out of the question for ovoii a minute chat "Ma" 
Bcnce waa in real life none otbor than fchO girl whom wo all 
know as Florence Cohen. 

Once again Ray Lanthior was his usual clever and funny 
self in hie portrayal of the character "Ben "■ado," the real 
estate agent, Dad Bonce's son-in-1, . Somehow, in pddition 
to the humor and comedy which can he made evident in a part 
by plnyin. it perfectly, "Orky" just subconsciously dds a 
further touch r lvich is all his own and the result is .'. unique 
performance. So once a^ain we say that in "Ke:..py* onl "Orky" 
was there like a pocket in a shirt. 

In every pi y that we present; we plan on bein^ thoroughly 
ax- zed and surprised at the excellence of the performance of at 
least one of the cast members. By this I near, somebody is bound 
to blossom out vith a brand of acting - ieh we would never think 
of looking for 3 and this year the honor in this line goes un- 
questionably to Helen Leyera for her work as Ruth Lence, the : 'kid" 
sister. It i ould be out of the question to try to do justice 
to Mias Meyer a' work in the brief space allotted for this write- 
up, so we simply eay that her acting waa positively the last word. 
She did not merely act 3uth Bcnce— she was Ruth Bene e J Jane 
>'ade, dau^ht^r of Dad Bence and wife of Ben "ade, wspj? one of 
those self -satisfied married daughters who had gotten her man 
and that is all there was to it. In virtue of her excellent 
perf ornance of this role, lary Tuohy takes her place on the 
list of outstanding acresses whose names are recorded in our 
play annals. It rjas one of those parts which was hard to play, 
and yet a sort or thankless part.* but if it had not been plrycd 
so c;:tremely well, the play afi a hole would have suffered. 
Fowever, the play as a whole did not suffer a little bit§ so, 
my friends,, draw your o v, n conclusions. 

The last time we saw the famous Bill O'Ncil over the lights, 
he wae hiding behind the whisker:, , monocle, gray hair of 
Major Upclown in, "In the Good Old Suaimer Time." Ke also sup- 
ported the top hat and the "ankle "ol.uikets. But in Kcmpy 1 ' as 
Dulce Merrill, he c-.-pearoa without the doodads of mod: nobility 
and was just his fine, wsll-^roomod -self. This wae Without 
doubt one of the s. oothost, cost finished and outstanding leads 
it was ever my privilege to offer :ny actor. And in conclusion what 
I should say chat the part played by Bill O'Keil is that it could 
not have been assigned more aptly. *.7hen we say that Bill did 
a corking good job wo are not even saying the half of it. 

There now remain but two characters in whose behalf a word 
of ap reciation is in order • If this write-up were to have about 
it anything of a lasting n ture, I would say that it should be 
deoic. tod especially to John LaBcllc and Cecil Eagan, for their 
superb work in their Senior play as Dad Bencc and Kempy James, 
respectively. I mention thes s two ;.en together, first of all 
because their parte in the play placed them very distinctly to 
the front? aci secondly, because in their excellent portreyals 
of their respective roles the success of one depended so intimate- 
ly upon the success of the other. Both, of course, are in terms 
of high school plays, veteran performers. They have been in plays 
ever since they wore freshmen, and I would say that "Kei.py" offer- 
ed them an ideal opportunity to show in all fulness the greatness 
of their respective acting abilities. La lelle as Dad Bencc gave 
us a performance such as v/e have never had in any high school 
Play i and ^r^aii could not have done 'Kempy" any more realistically 
if he had in real life been a plumber's helper, an embryo architect, 
and a bewilc ered bridegroom. *7c ■prGdictTm%$aM6olhW&i$m%em9?
